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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments made by the Applicant have 
been fully considered and are not persuasive. The rejection will remain as FINAL based on the sited prior art. 
The Applicant has made the argument that the prior art fails to teach or suggest an evaluation of the degree of gender and ethnicity 
representation in the database. 

However, Noel-Levitz does disclose grading and qualifying a enrollment pool, wherein the grading and qualifying is dependent on the 
racial/ethnic background of a candidate necessary to properly shape the recruiting class (pg.4). Shaping the recruiting class means 
balancing the proper amount of profile characteristics in the class (degree of representation), to include ethnicity. Gender would 
furthermore be another obvious profile characteristic for one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to include in 
shaping a well- rounded recruiting class (ratio of mates to females). 

The Applicant also makes the argument that the prior art fails to teach or suggest evaluating selected candidates against a second 
predetermined profile. 

However, Noel-Levitz discloses a dynamic candidate database with a number of candidate enrollment predictive data elements 
(profiles), to include: ACT/SAT score, Geographic Market, and EPS/EOS market (pg.17). 
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
